2. IT NOW APPEARS THAT WE ARE AT FINAL STAGE OE 
RESOLVING TEXTUAL MATTERS REGARDING THE JOINT STATEMENT 
AND MUTUAL PROSECUTION ASSISTANCE AGREEMENT. WE 
THEREEORE LOOK EOREWARD TO YOUR EARLY CONFIRMA- 
TION THAT THE OTHER PENDING MATTERS NOTED IN PARAGRAPH 
TWO OP REP L HAVE ALSO BEEN SATISFACTORILY CONCLUDED. 

3. IT WOULD BE A GREAT MISTAKE TO AGREE TO ANY 
CONPIDENTIAL SIDE EETTER IN CONNECTION WITH THESE UNDER- 
STANDINGS. EVEN IP CAREPULLY WORDED, SUCH A SIDE LETTER 
WOULD QUICKLY BECOME THE POCUS POR CONGRESSIONAL

4. D. ROKG OBJECTION TO OUR PROPOSED WORDING IN 

THIS PARAGRAPH IS PUZZLING. WE CAN AGREE TO DELETION 
OF THE WORD "CONTEMPLATED" IF THAT IS THE PROBLEM. 
ALTERNATIVELY, THE PHRASE COULD READ: "BY REASON OE

5.B. WE WERE SURPRISED THAT OUR PREVIOUS CON- 
CESSION ON EINAL PART OF 5.B. WAS UNACCEPTABLE, AND 
EMBASSY DID NOT REPORT ANY COMMENT ON REACTION TO 
SUGGESTED FORMULATION. WE CONTINUE TO DISAGREE WITH 
COMPLETE DELETION OF THIS FINAL THOUGHT. IN ORDER 
TO REACH AGREEMENT, HOWEVER, WE ARE AGREEABLE TO 
ELIMINATING NEGATIVE PHRASEOLOGY AND REPLACING IT WITH 
POSITIVE STATEMENT AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE AND WILL TAKE ALL 
NECESSARY AND PROPER STEPS TO FACILITATE HIS PRESENCE

JOINT STATEMENT TEXT, YOU SHOULD REVIEW CAREFULLY WITH
